Wilkins’s Air Project Visual- 
* ized as Epochal 


Dr. Bowman Tells Scope of 
Arctic Effort 


Attempt Different from Any 
Others Made

DETROIT, Jan. 5-—-When a 
great expedition is launched for 
the purpose of geographical dis- 
covery, public interest naturally 
centers in the most important per- 
sonality involved, and I therefore 
wish to emphasize at the outset 
the quite extraordinary qualifica- 
tions of Capt. Wilkins. 

Many people have asked me in 
the last few weeks why a new air- 
plane expedition into the Arctic 
should be undertaken at this time. 
when we have so freshly in mind 
the limits apparently set upon the 
use of the airplane through the 
experience of Capt. Amundsen and 
Mr. Ellsworth in their attempted 


he plans of these two explorers 
for 1926 call for the use of a seml- 
rigid dirigible and Capt. Wilkins 
proposes to use an airplane. 

Apart from the purely technical 
differences between the plane em- 
ployed by Wilkins and that used 

Amundsen, there is another 
outstanding difference between the 
two expeditions, for Capt. Wilkins 
has a combination of qualities pos- 
sessed, I believe, by no other man 
in the world; he is not only 4 very 
experienced aviator but he also has 
been the companion of Stefansson, 
one of the greatest living polar ex- 
plorers. 

Because of the highly special 
qualifications and advantages 
which Capt. Wilkins “the 
Detroit Aviation Society and the 
American Geographical Society of 
New York have combined to en- 
dorse and support his expedition, 
with confidence in his ability to 
make the most of the opportunity 
thus presented to him. 

There are objectives of equally 
great importance apart from new 
land, and the purpose of this ex- 
pedition will not be understood un- 


fore us. 
OTHER POLES 
For there are other poles than 
the North and the South poles to 
attain. In the Northern Hemi- 
sphere there are, for example, at 


least five poles of first importance, 
For example, there is the pole of 
cold, Contrary to popular opinion, 
this is not at the North Pole or in 
the Arctic basin, but well outaide 
it. At the otherwise unimportant 
place of Verkhcyansk in Central 
Siberia we have the lowest record- 
ed temperatures, 93 deg. below 
zero Fahrenheit. 

Then there is the North Mag- 
netic Pole, which lies in the Esk!- 
mo country, roughly In letitude 70 
deg. north. or about 1400 miles 
south of the North Pole. Then 
there is what may be called the 
“wind pole”: of the Arctic region. 
There may be more than one wind 
pole there. Greenland seems to 
be a center of atmospheric disturb- 
ance in the Arctic, and possible 
new land areas that remain to be 
discovered in the unknown part 
‘of ‘the’ Arttic, into which Capt. 
Wilkins expects to penetrate, ap- 
pear to be such another center of 
disturbance. 

Finally, there ts the Pole of 
Relative Inaccessibility, which 
some of the headline writers of 
the last few weeks have termed 
the “Ice Pole.” 

If this point is reached it means 
that all other points will be reached 
in time, for to reach them will be 
to accomplish something less than 
Capt. Wilkins now proposes to do. 
Should the expedition be successful 


tin attaining this great objective, it 


will at onge set a standard of 
achievement in Arctic exploration 
that will greatly hasten the more 
thorough exploration of all the un- 
knewn.regions of the north. 


AN AMBITIOUS ATTEMPT. 


From this standpoint it will be 
an achievement of the highest or- 
der. It will set a new pace in ex- 
ploration and it will have brought 
us.much closer to the time when 
the airplanes will become a miajor 
instrument in _geographical field 
work. 

But Capt. Wilkins may well ex- 
pect to find points of almost equal 
interest. It seems fairly certain 
thdt the unknown area of the Arc- 
tic will contain still undiscovered 
lands. 

If it should be found that land 
does not exist in the unknown 
parts of the Arctic, that would in 


itself be a discovery of the deep- 


est interest, for it would require a 
revision of our existing theories 
of tiges and currents, of ice, and 
of the distribution of life. 

In boldness of conception Capt. 
Wilkins's enterprise appeals to the 
fmagination. He proposes to go, 
not along the border and not by 
the laborious method of dog and 
sledge, but by airplane straight 
into the heart of the greatest un- 
explored area remaining in the 
Arctic.

THAW TRIES POISON 


Condition, After 


Actress Resting Easily, Though Still in a Serious 


Suicide Attempt 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 
CHICAGO, Jan. 5.—Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, who early today tried 
to kill herself by swallowing poison, tonight was reported resting 
quietly at a hospital, here, although still in a serious condition. 


The suicide attempt of the for-4 
mer wife of Harry K. Thaw ended 
a protracted New Year's party 
during which she received a broken 
nose. The intoxicants she con- 
sumed may save her life, phy- 
sicians said, as alcohol is the most 
effective antidote for the poison 
she drank. 

The prompt action of her 15- 
year-old son, Russell Thaw, in 
administering an antidote of milk 
and rushing his mother to the hos- 
pital gave the physicians a chance 
to fight the poison. Her attempt 
at suicide took place in an apart- 
ment where she had been living 
during a cabaret engagement here. 


LONG IN LIMELIGHT 

Pivelyn, whose youthful marriage 
te-Harry K. Thaw, Pittsburgh mil- 
lionaire, the murder of Stanford 
White, wealthy and prominent 
architect, and Thawjs trial for the 
killing, made her name known to 
every newspaper reader through- 
out the country in 1906, had been 
drinking for several days, her 
negro maid said. Her engage- 
ment at a local cafe was ended 
abruptly, but New Year's Eve 
brought further libations in cele- 
bration of the holiday, and when 
Evelyn returned to her apartment, 
the mafia saw that her nose had 
been broken.

| There would be no demotions, 
the reduction boing effected 
through expiration of enlistments 
or retirement of, 4347 men of high 
rating and the withholding of prfo- 
moticns to fill the vacancies. Sim- 
ultareously the lowest paid rating 
in the army, that of private, would 
be recruited up by approximately 
$000 men, thus replacing high-paid 
with low-paid men. 

The Secretary's statement served 
to bring to the surface officially 
the chief point of conflict between 
tne War Department and budget 
authorized when the army esti- 
mates were being framed.

Over Kaibab Wild Life to 
be Legal Issue 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

PHOENIX, Jan. 6--The 
éra)] Court is to decide whether the 
national or the State authorities 
have jurisdiction over deer and 
other wild life of the Kaibab Na- 
tional] Forest, north of the Grand 
Canyon of Arisona and just south 
of the Utah line. Gov. G. W. P. 
Hunt’s tendency toward declara- 
tion of “state sovereignty’ never 
had sharper déclaration than 
when he gave last fall 
that the Arizona game laws would 
be enforced on the Kaibab pla- 
teau, even by armed force, if nec- 
essary. The reserve officers had 
evolved a plan under which the 
world was to be invited in, each 
hunter shoot three deer within 
t.e months of October and No- 
vember. Hunt countered with pro- 
clamation that the State's game 
laws, applicable only in October, 

rmitted the killing of a single 
uck by any one hunter, and that 
airest would follow violations. A 
company of deputy game wardens 
Was sent across the Colorado, and 
the Arizona law prevaijed. Only

ANCIENT SKELETONS FOUND 


Bones of Early Inhabitants 


of Salt River Valley to be 


Shipped to New York Museum 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 
PHOENTX, Jan. 5—Three skeletons of ancient dwellers of the Salt 


River Valley have been uncovered 


in ruins east of Phoenix Erick 


Schmidt, representative of the American Museum of Natural History, 
New York. Each was of a man, about 5 feet 8 inches in height. One 


of the three was in good condition 


for assembly tn New York. from Balt River 


Mr. Schmidt has been digging in 
cliff dwellings near the State road, 
beyond Superior, where he found 
much ot ethnological value. He 
was brought to Phoenix by Dr. O. 
A. Turney, official city archaeolo- 


gist, who has assisted in the local 
excavation. Two kitchen middens or 
trash heaps, have been explored, 
with finding of evidences of sev- 
eral periods of occupation, these 
at a large ruin six miles east of 


the city, and the other, at the Pat- 


rick ruin, on the edge of the city. 
. The ancient residents had two 
methods for disposition of their 
dead. Usually the remains were 
cremated, the bones gathered in- 


to an -olla, a pottery jar, which 


then was buried in cemeteries at 
a depth of about a foot from the 
surface. Beside each jar usually 
were placed small vessels filled 
with food for the spirit journey to 
an unknown land, while, with chil- 
dren's bones, have been found 
rough pottery figures of dogs, that 
were to lead the way—for dogs al- 
ways find the way home. 

Many skeletons were found near 
Tempe, in the excavation of Los 
Muertos, in 1886, by Frank Ham- 
ilton Cushing. These were pre- 
served by painting with silicate 
and were sent to the &mithsonian 
Instituteion. Mr. Cushing then 
expressed belief that burial was of 
the bodies of only the priestly 
classes, assumed to have had the 
power of separation of the spirit 
without resort to fire. Such buri- 
alse often were at the sides of the 
living-rooms within the large 
communal houses, the body ce- 
mented into a sarcophagus that 
thereafter may have served as a 
settee or bed for the survivors. In 
‘one case, at Los Muertos, a man 
and woman were found thus 
buried, side by side. | 

The seven or more Communal 
houses within the Salt River Val- 
ley were of type similar to the 
pueblo buildings known in the 
Rio Grande Valley or in'the Zuni 
or Hop! villages of Northern Ari- 
zona, undoubtedly with racial con- 
nection with the apparentiy more 
modern ruin of Casa Grande. That 
they were of even forr stories in 
height is probable, bullt of mudded 
stone or adobe. Mr. Cushing ex- 
pressed belief that the builders 
had been gone about 1000 years 


and that the valley settlements 
were not in a single period, though 


_ by similar peoples, who took water 


and the bones have been gathered, 
canals 
and who thus obtained sustenance 
from the land. Though no large 
houses are to be traced on the 
original Phoenix townsite, it’ wae 
eccupied by the ancients, for scores 
of burial urns have been excavated 
in digging for the foundations of 
modern homes. Save pottery, of 
convential shape, usually broken, 
little of value has been found 
around the ruins. There are grind- 
ing mills and stones, stone battle 
axes and flint and obsidian arrow 
heads, 

The only metal yet discovered 
was in copper anklet bells, though 
Cushing, near Tempe, found in a 
hillside cave a fragment of pure 
copper that may have been used 
as a knife.

But polit- 
ical observers estate that he sees 
the handwriting on the wall and is 
leaving before he is forced out. 

The war has left him where he 
was, in possession of Chihli Prov- 
ince and Peking, but with a de- 
feat on the northern front in his 
struggle with Chang Tso Lin, the 
Manchurian war lord. Chang has 
just crushed a revolt against him- 
self, launched by one of his gen- 
erals.

While the crew was pulling the 
drill stem with the expectation 
of going back into the hole and 
drilling deeper into the sand, the 
Associated Oi] Company’s Lloyd 
No. 21 well in the Ventura-avenue 
field at Ventura blew itself in yes- 
terday and begap flowing bare- 
footed at an estimated rate of 
4000 barrels a day. 

Heavy gas pressure blew the 
drill stem out of the hole and the 
oil came in through the eight-inch 
casing. The crew succeeded in 
getting the well hooked up with 
the tanks and it has since been 
flowing under control, with a 
pressure of approximately 
pounds on the flow nipple. It is 
estimated that the gas flow is be- 
tween 2,000,000 and 4,000,000 cuble 
feet a day. 

According to fleld reports the 
company expects to let the well 
flow under present conditions un- 
til the gas pressure tapers off so 
that the hole can be §$ finished. 
There are now between 1200 and 
1500 feet of open hole. The well 
ie the farthest east producer in the 
field. Its depth is about 6700 
feet. Being located highest up on 
the slope of the hills, ite depth 
seems greater than that of other 
wells in the field, but its produc- 
tlon comes from the same zone as 
that of other deep wells in the 
field, which are located down on 
the flat.

The board of trustees of th 
First English Evangelical Luther- 
an Church of Los Angeles yester- 
day lost their court fight to en- 
join the Evangelical Lutheran Syn- 
o4 of California from trying Dr.

increase over 1924. 

Commissioner Carrigan declared 
that the public has been recently 
brought into such close contact 
with so many fatal accidents that 
their senses in this respect have 
become dulled. 

The report shows that there 
were 211,178 industrial accidents 
in California during the fiscal] year 


ending June 30, last. Of the to- 
tal, 645 caused deaths.

| (WHY SHRINKING STOMACH AND CALORIES? 


REDUCING LESSON NO. 8 

I've agked you to start on your 
reducing course by going on a 
three-day liquid or semiliquid 
diet, averaging around 600 calories 
a day. and suggested you take skim 
or buttermilk (80 C’s to the glass) 
or orange juice (100 C’s a giass) 


or clear vegetable broths (no fat— — 


26 C's a giass.) I told you, if you 
liked, you could have a little solid 
food instead of all liquid and sug- 


a slice of toast one-half 
inch thick (100 calories) for your 
evening or morning meal, or to 
take half of your calories in skim 
or buttermilk and the other half 
in dates (une date, 25 C's.) 

YT asked you to go on this slow 
calorie period for three days in or- 
der to shrink your stomach. Let 
me explain why. Did you ever no- 
tice how little your thin neighbor 
eats? He usually leaves about half 
of each helping and more than 
half of his dessert, if he takes any. 
If you ask why he doesn't eat 
more, he'll tell you he can't de it 
without discomfort. @ reason 
for that is that he has a contract- 

stomach from hie habits of un- 

ereating. choge going to get after 
this thin feller after a while.) 

Now, what you will do on this 
three-day liquid or semiliquid Alet 
period ie to get your tummy in a 
@imilar state to Mr. Thinnie’s, so 
that after eating a moderate 
amount vou will feel satisfied. too. 
(It seems to require a full stom- 
ach to give the feeling of satiety.) 

It isn’t absolutely necessary for 
you te go on this shrinking-stom- 
ach period. You can !mmediately 
start on 1200 calories dally if you 
want to. (If you're tall and have 
many physical activities you prob- 
ably can reduce on as high as 
1600 to 1800 calories, and if you 
are short you may even have te 
go as low as 1000 or under, but 
well say 1200 calories for the av- 
erage.) 
Why do I insist upon your know- 
ing caleriés? Because it is the 
only intelligent method of regulat- 
ing your diet to reduce. When 
you have a knowledge of calories 
you will understand why you gain, 
even though you “nevor touch po- 
tatoes,”” “never eat breekfast”’ and

Here’s a little data on the calo- 
ries in case you don’t know what 
they are: Calories are simply 
measuring units for energy or 
heat. Each food is capable of be- 
ing converted, when burned in the 
body or outside, into a definite 
number of calories of energy or 
heat. The concentrated foods are 
naturally much higher tn caloric 
value than the water foods; for in- 
etance, the one tablespoonful of oll 
which you might have on your sal- 

ds will measure 100 calories, and 
he big dish of lettuce or greens of 
any sort wouldn't amount to more 
than fifteen or twenty-five calories. 
In fact, it takes sixteen to eight- 
een ounces of the green leafy vece- 


tables to measure as many calories | 
tablespoonful of ofl. | 


as the one 
(While the greens are low in calo- 
ries they are hig in vitamins, min- 
eral elements anu bulk and, there- 
fore, are very valuable foods for 
all. reducing or not.)
